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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the examiner 
is unaware of any prior art which suggests an SCR (silicon controlled rectifier) that 
consists of a substrate of a first conductivity type which has a layer of a second 
conductivity type on top of it where there are four impurity regions formed within the 
second conductivity type layer such that there is a first region of first conductivity type at 
the top surface of the layer, a second region of second conductivity type which is both 
between and spaced apart from the first region and a third region of first conductivity 
type, and a fourth region of second conductivity type wherein all four regions are spaced 
apart from each other. 

3. Mallikarjunaswamy (USPN 6,696,731 B2) discloses a silicon controlled rectifier 
formed with a p-type substrate and an n-type epitaxial layer. However 
Mallikarjunaswamy does not disclose the exact spatial configuration of the impurity 
regions within the n-type epitaxial layer as suggested by the applicant. Thus 
Mallikarjunaswamy does not teach the applicant's invention.
